U.S.  bombers  strike  at  targets 
in  North  Vietnam  on  Laos  run 


SAIGON  (UPI)  - U.S.  Phantom  jets 
destroyed  13  Communist  antiaircraft  guns 
in  North  Vietnam  in  the  deadliest  single 
“protective  reaction”  strike  over  the  north 
ever  reported,  the  U.S.  command 
announced  yesterday. 

In  South  Vietnam,  U.S.  paratroopers 
began  a sweep  along  a newly  discovered 
Communist  supply  road  near  the  A Shau 
Valley  and  South  Vietnamese  forces 
reported  their  heaviest  fighting  so  far  in  the 
month-old  campaign  around  the  jungled 
Conununist  stronghold. 

U.S.  B52  bombers  also  struck  from 
Thailand  bases  against  targets  on  all  three 
Indochina  War  fronts  as  the  tempo  of  the 
air  war  stepped  up. 

The  U.S.  command,  in  a delayed  report,  *

said  five  Air  Force  F4  Phantom 
fighter-bombers  broke  off  a bombing  raid 
against  the  Ho  Chi  Minh  Trail  in  Laos 
Monday  and  streaked  over  North  Vietnam 
to  knock  out  the  antiaircraft  sites. 

The  announcement  said  the  action  was 
touched  off  when  two  Phantoms  on  a 
bombing  and  strafing  mimission  over  the 
trail  were  fired  on  by  Communist  85mm 
antiaircraft  guns  from  within  North 
Vietnam,  six  miles  north  of  the  Mu  Gia 
Pass  and  80  miles  above  the  Demilitarized 
Zone  border. 

The  jets  streaked  across  the  border  to 
attack  the  gun  sites  but  were  fired  on  by 
nearby  33  mm  and  57  mm  antiaircraft 
guns,  spokesmen  said.  The  Phantoms 
dumped  their  7-ton  loads  of  bombs  onto 
the  positions,  knocking  out  three  57  mm.

• gyptian  President  sees  little  hope  of  peace

Egyptian  President  Anwar  Sadat 
told  his  commanding  officers  on 
the  Suez  front  yesterday  that  the 
current  possibility  for  peace  in  the 
^middle  East  is  all  but 
nonexistent. 

In  Jerusalem,  Israeli  Foreign 
Minister  Abba  Eban  told  the 
parliament  there  is  still  “some 
hope”  for  an  eventual  aggrement 
with  Egypt  on  reopening  the  Suez 
Canal,  which  would  be  a step 
toward  a Middle  East  settlement. 

Sadat  visited  officers  on  the 
Suez  front  yesterday,  and  the 
semi-official  Cairo  newspaper,  Al 
Ahram,  said  in  its  early  morning 
edition  today  the  president  was 
standing  firm  on  the  Egyptian 
proposal  that  its  troops  cross  to 
the  east  bank  of  the  canal  after  an 
Israeli  withdrawal.  Egypt  already 


has  accused  Israel  of  rejecting  its 
initiative. 

“The  chances  for  peace  so  far 
do  not  exceed  one  per  cent,” 
Sadat  told  his  Suez  commanders, 
according  to  At  Ahram. 

“If  there  is  a chance  for  the 
Egyptian  initiative  to  be 
accepted.”  he  said,  “there  is  one 
point  which  is  not  negotiable.  Our 
troops  should  cross  the  canal 
following  the  Israeli  withdrawal.” 

Al  Ahram  said  yesterday  that 
Egypt  is  maintaining  contacts 
with  the  United  Stated  in  search 
for  a settlement. 

U.N.  Mediator  Gunnar  V. 
Jarring  flew  back  to  New  York 
during  the  day  to  be  briefed  on 
the  results  of  U.S.  Secretary  of 
State  William  P.  Rogers’  mission 
to  the  Middle  East,  which 
included  talks  with  top  Egyptian 
and  Israeli  leaders.  Jarring 


returned  to  his  post  as  Swedish 
ambassador  to  Moscow  before 
Easter  when  the  Arab-Israeli  peace 
talks  under  his  supervision  bogged 
down. 

Eban  spoke  to  the  Knesset  in 
Jerusalem  in  reply  to  attacks  on 
government  policies  in  motions 
submitted  by  the  right  wing  Gahal 
bloc  and  the  Communist  party 
deput.  Both  motions,  tabled  for 
inclusion  in  the  agenda  of  the  full 
scale  general  policy  parliament 
debate  next  week,  were 
overwhelmingly  rejected. 

One  accused  the  government  of 
violating  a parliamentary  decision 
that  Israel  must  not  bargain  on 
the  current  cease-fire  lines  until 
there  is  an  overall  peace 
agreement.  The  other  criticized 
the  government  for  not  taking  the 
initiative  in  the  current  peace 
contacts. 


Eban  rejected  both  charges.  He 
assured  the  deputies  Israel  “will 
not  commit  itself  to  any  proposal 
or  agreement  on  the  canal  without 
prior  approval  by  the  Knesset.” 

He  said  Israel  is  awaiting  “more 
information”  from  the  United 
States  on  its  latest  contacts  with 
Egypt  in  connection  with  the 
Israeli  porposals  for  a partial 
agreement. 

“There  is  some  hope  for  a 
settlement,”  Eban  said,  “but  this  s 
settlement  is  not  close  at  hand. 

In  Cairo,  the  semiofficial 
newspaper  Al  Ahram  quoted 
President  Anwar  Sadat  as  telling 
Egypt’s  top  military  leaders

The  House  yesterday  voted  201  to  197  to  provide  an  $85  million 
boost  to  resurrect  the  SST  project. 

Earlier  this  year  the  project  was  knocked  down  by  both  the  House 
and  the  Senate,  but  the  SST’s  proponents  have  been  working  hard  to 
make  America’s  supersonic  transport  a reality. 

Although  the  House  has  given  the  go-ahead  on  spending  more  funds 
to  develop  the  project,  the  Senate  may  not  be  so  easily  persuaded.  (See 
story  on  page  four) 

However,  talk  of  the  SST  brings  to  mind  an  alternative  project 
outlined  in  a letter  from  the  Interior  Department’s  Student  Council  on 
Pollution  and  Environment  (SCOPE)  directed  to  Transportation 
Secretary  John  Volpe. 

The  suggestion  went  something  like  this: 

“Enclosed  is  a SCOPE  prototype  for  the  Advanced  Infra  Sonic 
Aircraft  (AISA).  SCOPE  recommends  immediate  material  allocation  for 
the  construction  of  this  sophisticated  and  highly  prestigious  flight 
system.  The  AISA  fulfills  the  same  purposes  and  functions  of  the  SST 
in  providing  distraction  from  more  pressing  problems;  however,  our 
accounting  staff  assures  us  the  AISA  is  superior  in  economy  and 
safety.”

WASHINGTON  — Natural  gas  executives,  who  have  shelledjoui 
thousands  of  dollars  to  the  GOP  cause,  have  now  been  rewarded  with 
key  roles  in  deciding  how  much  the  public  should  pay  to  theii 
companies. 

The  Nixon  Administration  claims  it’s  just  a coincidence  that  several 
big  contributors  from  the  gas  industry  were  named  to  the  41-mend)ei 
National  Gas  Survey  Executive  Advisory  Committee. 

But  the  100  million  Americans,  who  use  natural  gas  to  heat  theii 
homes  and  run  their  appliances,  may  have  a hard  time  swallowin^his 
whopper  as  they  watch  their  gas  bills  climb. 

Of  the  41  committee  members,  whose  appointments  as  “principal” 
policy  advisers  were  announced  last  month,  we  found  32  gas  com^j 
men.  Most  of  the  others  are  in  sympathy  with  the  industry.  We  mild 
identify  only  one  real  consumer  member. 

Conclusion:  the  advisory  committee  is  about  as  innocent  as  a pack  of 
wolves  deciding  how  many  of  the  farmers’  chickens  they  should  be 
allowed  to  gobble  up  each  night. 

But  the  conflict  goes  even  deeper.  Many  of  the  new  advisers,  «dio 
now  have  the  Federal  Power  Commission’s  ear  on  policy  matters,  come 
from  companies  with  multi-million-dollar  cases  before  the  commisaon.

Planetarium  to 
feature  Moon 


“The  Moon-Our  Brave  New 
World”  is  the  title  of  the  public 
lecture  and  showing  to  be 
presented  in  the  ESC  Summerhays 
Planetarium  at  BYU  today  at  7 :30 
and  8:30  p.m. 

Lecturer  will  be  Steven  K. 
Croft,  a BYU  graduate  student  in 
physics  and  astronomy. 

The  planetarium  was 
constructed  in  1957  and  was  the 
first  planetarium  in  Utah.  It  was 
donated  to  BYU  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hyrum  B.  Summerhays  of  Salt 
Lake  City. 

An  audience  of  about  60 
persons  can  be  seated  at  one  time 
under  the  hemispherical  structure 
to  view  the  celestial  show  on  the 
underside  of  the  dome.  A 
complicated  apparatus,  the  Spkz 
optical  projector,  creates  an 
illusion  of  the  sky  at  night. 

The  projector  shows  the 
appearance  and  motions  of  the 
constellations  of  stars,  the  milky 
way,  the  sun,  the  moon  and  the 
planets  as  seen  at  various  times  of 
the  year  and  at  various  latitudes. 

The  lower  edge  of  the  dome 
even  presents  a replica  of  the 
skyline  of  Utah  Valley  as  it  would 
be  seen  from  the  roof  of  the 
Science  Center. 

Sound  equipment  is  also 
employed  for  background  music 
to  put  the  audience  of  the 
celestial  show  in  the  proper  mood. 

It  is  used  not  only  for  classroom 
instruction  and  public  showings, 
but  is  in  use  almost  daily  for  Boy 
Scout  troops,  tourists,  church 
groups,  and  school  children.

Wage  increase  proposed 


SST  approved 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
administration  urged  yesterday 
that  the  federal  minimum  wage  be 
raised  from  $1.60  to  $2  by 
January,  1974.  But  it  urged  a 
lower  minimum  for  persons  under 
18  to  try  to  combat  heavy 
teen-age  unemployment. 

In  testimony  before  a House 
labor  subcommittee,  Labor 
Secretary  James  D.  Hodgson 
proposed  the  minimum  be  raised 
to  $1.80  by  next  Jan.  1,  then  to 
$2  two  years  later. 

Thus,  Hodgson  opposed 
measures  by  Subcommittee 
Chairman  John  Dent,  D-Pa.,  and 
Chairman  Wilbur  Mills,  D-Ark.,  of 
the  House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee.  Dent  would  raise  the 
minimum  to  $1.80  in  January  and 
to  $2  Jan.  1,  1973.  Mills  would 
raise  it  ail  the  way  to  $2  in 
January. 

Hodgson  said  a $2  minimum 
before  1974  would  have  “serious 
effects  on  both  employemnt  and 
inflation.” 

“Our  major  concern  here  is  that 


rapidly  will  in  turn  prompt 
increases  in  wages  of  those  already 
earning  above  $2-a  large  majority 
of  all  wage  earners,”  Hodgson  told 
the  subcommittee.' 

Neither  the  Dent  bill  nor  the 
Mills  measure  offers  any  cutrate 
minimum  for  teenagers,  but  the 
administration’s  proposal  would 
retain  the  $1.60  rate  for  all 
workers  under  18,  or  18-and 
19-year-olds  who  are  full  time 
students  and  for  18-and 
19-year-old  workers  during  the 
first  six  months  of  their  first  jobs. 

Hodgson  rejected  a provision  in 
Dent’s  bill  to  raise  farm  workers’ 
minimum,  now  at  $1.30  an  hour, 
to  $2  by  1974,  and  proposed 
instead  that  it  be  increased  to 
$1.45  next  Jan.  1 and  to  a top  of 
$1.60  by  January,  1974. 

President  George  Meany  of  the 
AFL-CIO  said  the  Atlanta 
yesterday  that  the 
administration’s  proposal  to 
increase  the  adult  minimum  was  a 
“break-through,”  but  reiterated 
his  belief  that  the  full  $2 
minimum  should  be  granted

WASHINGTON  (UPI)^-  The 
House,  winning  quick  praise  from 
President  Nixon,  voted  to 
resurrect  America’s  supersonic 
transport  SST  project  yesterday 
with  $85  million  more  for 
development  of  the  futuristic 
jetliner.

Pope’s  letter  disclosed 


VATICAN  CITY  (UPI)  - 
Vatican  sources  said  yesterday 
that  Pope  Paul  Vi’s  apostolic 
letter  updating  Roman  Catholic 
Church  teaching  on  modern  social 
conditions  is  one  of  the  most 
significant  documents  of  his 
nearly  eight  years  as  pontiff. 

The  letter  deals  with  subjects 
ranging  from  women’s  liberation 
and  the  generation  gap  to  race 
conflict,  pollution  and  urban 
sprawl.  It  will  be  officially 
released  tomorrow. 

The  Pope  calls  in  the  letter  for  a 
new  form  of  democracy  that  will 
involve  all  men  without 
imprisoning  themrianism. 

The  73-year-old  pontiff  again 
roundly  comdemns  any 
membership  by  Roman  Catholics 
in  Communist  movements,  but 
allows  church  members  some 
leeway  in  joining  socialist 


movements  that  are  not  avowedly 
atheistic. 

One  of  the  worst  modern 
problems,  according  to  the 
document,  is  urbanization. 

The  Pope  says  ‘‘new 
proletariats”  are  being  born  in  the 
“disordered  growth’’  of  big 
cities-referring  to  the  takeover  by 
the  poor  of  downtown  areas  and 
the  ring  of  shantytowns 
surrouding  many  cities  in  a “belt 
of  misery.” 

The  pontiff  appeals  to  city 
leaders  to  tackle  housing  shortages 
first. 

“It  is  the  weakest  who  are  the 
victims  of  dehumanizing,  living 
conditions,  degrading  for 
conscience  and  harmful  for  the 
family  institution,”  he  writes. 
“The  promiscuity  of  working 
people’s  housing  makes  a 
minimum  of  intimacy 
impossible  ...”

SEATTLE,  WASH.  (UPI)  - 
Leslie  Bacon  yesterday  went  back 
before  a federal  grand  jury 
investigating  radical  activity  after 
a U.S.  district  judge  refused  to 
quash  the  subpoena  under  which 
she  was  detained. 

She  refused  to  answer  questions 
about  her  whereabouts  on  March 


1,  the  day  the  Capitol  was 
bombed  in  Washington,  D.C.,  and 
on  March  22. 

“She  refused  to  answer  under 
the  first,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth  and 
ninth  amendments  and  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,”  said  her 
attorney,  Jennie  Rhine  of 
Oakland,  Calif. 

Judge  George  H.  Boldt  turned 


down  a motion  by  the  19-year-old 
antiwar  activist’s  attorneys  that 
the  subpoena  was  illegal  because 
part  of  it  was  based  on  wiretap 
evidence. 

The  question  was  irrelevant, 
Boldt  ruled,  because  Miss  Bacon 
has  not  been  accused  of  a crime. 

“If  and  when  the  witness  Bacon 
becomes  a defendant  in  a criminal 


proceeding,  on  proper  showirig 
she  can  raise  any  question,”  he 
said.  “Now  she  has  no  standing  to 
raise  these  questions  and  the 
motion  is  denied.”

Bruckner,  regarded  as  the 
leading  Church  composer  of  the 
period,  wrote  the  Mass  in  1866.  It 
is  scored  for  eight-part  chorus  and 
15  wind  instruments.  With  the 
Latin  text  of  the  Ordinary  of  the 
Mass,  the  work  is  considered  one 
of  the  finest  fusions  of 
neo-medieval  and  Romantic 
elements  achieved  in  music. 

Following  intermission,  Dr. 
Ralph  G.  Laycock  will  lead  the 
full  BYU  Wind  Symphony  in 
renditions  of  Berlioz’s  “March 
Hongroise”  from  the  “Damnation 
of  Faust,”  Dr.  Merrill  Bradshaw’s 
“Elegy,  Improvisation  and 
Romp,”  and  the  “American  Suite 
for  Band”  by  Mutchler. 


Dr.  Laycock,  coordinator  of

Grissom  suit  dismissed 


ORLANDO,  FLA.  (UPI)  - A 
federal  judge  dismissed  a $5 
million  damage  suit  filed  against 
North  American  Rockwell  Corp.

U.S.  District  Court  Judge 
George  C.  Young  threw  out  the 
claim  of  Mrs.  Betty  Grissom, 
widow  of  Virgil  I.  “Gus”  Grissom, 
on  the  ground  that  the  suit  was 
not  filed  within  the  two  year

The  suits  were  filed  in  Brevard 
County  circuit  court  Feb.  18  and 
charged  negligence  on  the  part  of 
the  firms  in  the  launch  pad 
accident  that  killed  Grissom  and 
two  other  astronauts. 

Mrs.  Grissom’s  attorneys  argued 
the  suit  should  be  heard  because  it 
fell  under  a Florida  law  which  sets 
a 12-year  statute  of  limitations  on 
accidents  involving  negligence 
charged  to  professional  engineers 
or  architects.

BYU’s  baseball  team  plays  four 
games  against  the  Colorado  State 
Rams  today  and  tomorrow,  and 
with  a winning  effort  they  could 
wrap  up  the  Northern  Division 
baseabaU  title. 

“If  we  are  lucky,  this  is  the 
week  that  we  could  do  it,”  said 
Coach  Glen  Tuckett.  The  Cougars 
have  to  win  all  four  games  in 
order  to  mathematically  clinch 
the  title. 

Coming  on  strong  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  season,  Tuckett’s 
baseballers  are  currently  well  out 
in  front  on  the  Norther  Division 
with  a 10-1  record.  Wyoming, 
with  a 6-6  win-loss  record,  is 
presently  in  second  place.  Utah  is 
5-7  in  WAC  play,  holding  down 
third  place.  Colorado  State  is  in 
the  cellar  with  a 2-9  record.

If  past  performances  mean 
anything,  the  BYU  golf  team 
could  be  in  a commanding 
position  to  defend  its  WAC  golf 
title  this  weekend. 

This  year’s  Cougar  team  is 
definitely  a “tournament  team,” 
and  its  record  speaks  for  itself. 
The  Cats  have  won  six  out  of  nine 
tournaments  they’ve  entered  this 
year,  and  they  finished  second  in 
the  other  three. 

Among  those  selected  to  make 
the  trip  to  Tucson  are  a pair  of 
veterans  from  last  year’s 
championship  team,  Ray  Leach 
and  Chip  Garriss.  Garriss  won  the 
individual  honors  in  last  year’s 
WAC  championship  with  a sizzling 
11-under-par  205.  Leach  was 
runner-up  to  Garriss  with  a 
sub-par  210. 

The  1971  WAC  championship 
will  be  played  on  the  par-72 
Tucson  Country  Club  course. 

It  will  take  54  holes  of  play,  to 
decide  both  the  individual  and 
team  championships.  The  first  18 
holes  will  be  contested  today,  the 
middle  18  holes  will  be  played 
tomorrow  afternoon,  with  the 
final  18-holes  on  tap  for  Saturday 
morning. 

BYU’s  biggest  challenges  will 
come  from  Arizona  State  and 
New  Mexico.  Arizona  State,  led 
by  Dave  Sheff,  defeated  the  Cats 
in  last  week’s  Arizona 
Invitational. 

New  Mexico’s  coach,  Dick 
McGuire,  feels  that  he  has  to  get  a 
complete  team  performance  in 
order  to  win  this  year.  “We  have  a 
team  composed  of  tourney 
champions,  but  we  have  to  get 
together,”  McGuire  added.  New 
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Mexico’s  Paul  Simson  won 
medalist  honors  in  last  week’s 
Arizona  Invitational,  and  will  be 
looking  for  the  first  place  trophy 
in  the  WAC  showdown. 

BYU’s  golf  coach  Karl  Tucker, 
however,  doesn’t  want  to  leave 
any  leaves  unturned  in  this  week’s 
meet. 

“Arizona  State  played  real  well 
last  week  to  win  the  Arizona 
Invitational  in  Tucson,  and  New 
Mexico  also  has  a fine  team  this 
year.  We  feel  that  our  kids  will 
have  to  play  their  best  golf  just  to 
keep  in  the  running  with  the  other 
schools.” 

And  as  a sidelight  to  just  how 
deep  the  BYU  golf  is  this  year, 
Don  Hawken,  who  finished  third 
in  the  WAC  last  year,  is  not  even 
listed  to  make  the  trip  this  year. 

Another  phenomenal  situation 
that  has  played  the  WAC  golfers 
over  the  years  is  the  fact  that  no 
out-of-state  team  has  captured  a 
WAC  golfing  championship  in  the 
last  six  years.  The  only  exception 
occured  in  1968,  but  in  that 
tournament  the  site  of  the  meet 
was  shifted  by  inclement  weather 
from  Laramie  to  Fort  Collins,  and 
Colorado  State  was  not  yet  an 
official  WAC  member. 

Other  Cougars  who  should  see 
plenty  of  action  include  freshman 
Joey  Dills,  senior  Rusty  Guernsey, 
sophomore  Bob  Lapic  and 
freshman  Dave  Shipley.
